NONE TO FORGET 


Harris led the legislature fight 
to kill the proposed “Draft Arnall” 
amendment, and he won the fight. 

But none has forgotten his 
speech of the first day to a house 
committee when he recommended 
that the bill not be reported out, 
that “we forget” the amendment 
and go on home.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—(INS) | 
Two American scientists were re-| 
vealed tonight to have duplicated 
a new, powerful Russian “wonder 
serum” whose tissue-rebuilding 
properties may hold the answer to 
arthritis, mental diseases, and in- 
firmities incidental to old age. 


Dr. Harry Goldblatt, Western 
Reserve University, Cleveland, 


Ohio, has reproduced the serum in 
his laboratory and now is testing | 
it, on 100 cancer and arthritis pa- 
tients, it was disclosed. 

Dr. Ruben Straus, 


also has made the serum and now 
is conducting experiments. 
Disclosure of American success 
in reproducing the Russian ‘“‘won- 
Ger serum” was made today by 


Pathfinder magazine, a national 


news weekly. 

“Since 1936 Russian patients 
have been benefiting from a pow- 
erful tissue-rejuvenating serum 
known as ACS (anti-reticular cy- 
totoxic serum),” the publication 
declared.

Wasting no time after returning 
to their commands in the far west- 
ern Pacific, Adm.

John S. Mc- 
Cain have sent American carrier 
aircraft in smashing blows against 
airfields on Kyushu, southernmost 
Japanese home island, while the 
10th Army tore into disintegrating 
enemy forces on Okinawa. 

Fleet Adm. Nimitz announced 
the carrier-borne raid yesterday 
on five Kyushu airfields, poten- 
tial suicide plane bases, a few 
hours after disclosing that Halsey 
resumed command of his U, S. 
Third Pacific Fleet on May 27 and 
that McCain returned to command 
of that fleet’s fast carrier force on 
the same date. 

The carrier pilots found lean 
pickings, destroying only 13 ene 
my aircraft, damaging 23 and de- 
stroying two surface vessels. 
‘However, this was proof of the 
excellent neutralization of Kyushu 
airfields achieved in recent weeks 
by B-29s and Fifth Fleet carrier 
planes under Adm. Raymond A. 
Spruance and V. Adm. Marc A.

TANKS ROCK OKINAWA 

Around Okinawa, improved visi- 
bility and cessation of rain per- 
mitted the U. S. 10th Army to em- 
ploy heavy artillery fire and use 
more armor as it fanned out to 
trap Japanese troops.

Fine violin-.:aking is e craft for’ 
‘only the delicate hands of a pa-| 
tient man who is willing to spend

MUSICAL LIFE 

The life of this violin maker 
has always revolved around music. 
Hodges was born in the moun- 
tains of North Carolina and lived 
many of.his early days “way back 
in the Kentucky mountains.” He 
rode a horse to school 20 miles, 
and when he was still young 
bought his first violin by mail 
through a catalog advertisement. 
The crude, commercial instrument 
replaced a gourd and horse hair 
violin he had made himself. The 
first day the new “fiddle” ar- 
rived, he picked and plucked away 
until he learned to use the bow 
and to play “My Old Kentucky 
Home,” for his mother that night. 

From his Kentucky mountain 
home Hodges went on the stage as 
a “fiddler” where he performed 


| with a five-string banjo and his 


commercial violin. He played 
over a national radio hookup for 
a year, and 10 years ago moved 
to Atlanta where he got a job 
as a violin repair man. The first 
violin he ever made was in At-

LAME RAILS LEAP TO LIFE 


_ RubberPlantGives Bowdon 
Place in Industrial Sphere 


By PAUL. JONES 
Constitution Staff Writer. 


BOWDON, Ga., June 2.—This west Carroll county town of 1,000 
population is all a dither—and it has a right to be. For, within 90 
days it will become the home of a new industrial plant, a rubber 
plant which will employ an additional 200 persons from the surround: 
ing farming country, will help to pay the mortgage off the Bowdon | 
railroad which has been in the “red” for approximately 25 years. | 


The new plant, to be one of 
the most modern and well-equip- 
ped in the nation, will house the 
Textile Rubber Company, which 
will produce all sorts of rubber 
products for the Army, and, after 
the war, will breathe new life into 
this town with a stepped-up post- 
war civilian program designed to 
put new thousands of dollars into 
the pockets of 300 of its citizens 
each week. 

Bowdon is a modern example of 
what Gov. Arnall’s efforts to woo 
big industry to the south will 
mean. For, already, the wide- 
spread effects of such a program 
are being felt, even beyond the 
Alabama line, less than 10 miles 
away. The need for the addition- 
al 200 workers to man the modern 
machinery which will produce bi- 
cycle grip air bags—1-4-inch 
rubber inn bes used in repair- 
ing automobile tires, and dielec- 
tric handles for some of the larg- 
est retail stores in the nation, will 
bring prosperity to this commu- 
nity which at one time depended 
mainly on agriculture. 

“WILL MAKE THE TOWN” 


Mayor J. H. Barr, who doesn’t 
“know exactly why he entered 
politics,” thinks the new plant will 
“make the town,” and those senti- 
ments are echoed by P. A. Berry, 
vice president and general man- 
ager of the Textile Rubber Com- 
pany; W. C. Roop, president of 
the Bowdon railroad; Hugh W. 
Richards, the contractor, and the 
various members of the Bowdon 
civic clubs who are watching with 
intense interest the progress on 
the new plant. 

Roop has a special interest in 
the new plant, becduse he was 
forced, in self-defense several 
years ago, to buy the Bowdon 
railroad, with its 13 miles of 
warped track. The railroad was 
in dire financial circumstances 
then and Roop was operating a 
wholesale grocery business. The 
railroad was imperative to his 
continued operation, so he took 
it over. Up to now it hasn’t been 
very active, but now that the new 
plant is going up (the concrete has 


already been poured) Roop has 
sunk $25,000 into new crossties 


and is preparing for a great deal | 
of heavy traffic in a _ business 
which at one time seemed out of 
reason. 

ALL TO PROSPER 


The man who operates the dry- 
goods store and the woman who 
runs the cafe downtown are in- 
terested, too. For the payroll 
from the new plant—which is 
expected to exceed half a million 
dollars a year—will turn over 
seven times in Bowdon and it will 
prove a shot in the arm for this 
town. 

But; while the town as a whole 
and the surrounding countryside 
will benefit economically from the 
rubber plant’s payroll, the em- 
ployes themselves—half the work- 
ers are women—will receive add- 
ed benefits.

But in both waiting roms, the 
eyes of the mothers and the eyes 
of the sick were filled in apprecia- 
tion and gratitude.

These people were visiting one 
of the 17 county health centers, 
which are located at strategic 
points throughout the county. 
More people, just like them, have 
kept their health or had their 
health restored through their vis- 
its to the centers. 

FIVE YEARS AGO 

Five years ago there were no 
county health centers. One doctor, 
a nurse, a school doctor -they 
were the only members of the 
county health depaftment, Their 
work consisted of periodical exam- 
inations in county schools and 
|quarantining hotises where con- 
tagious diseases were. 
| “We had no health department 

to speak of,’ Commissioner Ed 
| Almand, who has served as chair- 
man of the health and sanitation 
committee for seven years, ex- 
plained. “The county board of 
health decided to do something 
about it.” 

Something was done about it. 
On. Feb. 1, 1940, five health cen- 
ters began their work. They were 
located above country grocery 
stores, in a few rooms in a house, 
anywhere that would be con- 
venient to patients, 

“At the health centers today, we 
have mapped out a generalized 
program,” Dr. Roy McGee, admin- 
istrator of the health department, 
said. “That program includes 
clinics for infants, diagnosis and 
treatment of venereal diseases, ma- 
ternal care and x-ray for tubercu- 
lar, The county nurses also visit 
the schools and examine the young 
people of the community.” 
ADVISE PARENTS 

“When they discover a child 
who has had the wrong care, they 
visit the homes and advise parents 
on the treatment and care of their 
families. When contagious diseases 
break out, it’s our job to quaran- 
| tine.” 

“At present, tuberculosis is Ful- 
'ton county’s number one health 
problem,” Dr. McGee‘said. ‘“Per- 
haps that is because more atten- 
tion is being paid the disease than 
‘ever before and we are finding 
|more cases.”

Home Towns 
Program 
Bears Fruit 


Although less than a year old, 
Georgia’s Better Home Towns 
program has caught on aij over 
the state. The activities of Bet- 
ter Home Towns committees have 
been stepped up as the people 
look forward to the return of dis- 
charged service men and women 
from Europe and to a resumption 
in the not-too-distant future of 
peace-time living. 

In hundreds of Georgia cities, 
towns and villages, Better Home 
Towns committees and other civic 
groups are discussing, planning 
and undertaking improvements 
designed to make their communi- 
ties more attractive to visitors, 
new residents, returning soldiers 
and the citizens themselves. The 
projects represent almost every 
type of activity -designed to bet- 
ter business conditions and op- 
portunities, recreational and edu- 
cational facilities, health condi- 
tions, accommodations for tour- 
ists and others. The compara- 
tively simple but often-neglected 
job of beautifying the individual 
communities through clean-up, 
paint-up and fix-up activities is 
being undertaken on an exten- 
Sive scale. 

In Canton, for example, a new 
swimming pool is being construct- 
ed. Pipes have been laid and 
other equipment already bought. 
The citizens of Canton have de- 
termined to keep their golf course 
in first-class condition despite 
the shortage of labor. A commit- 
tee of three citizens has been as- 
signed to each green and _ will 
keep the grass cut and rolled. 

Toccoa will get a new high 
school as a result of the Better 
Home Town committee’s recom- 
mendations. The money is i 
hand. The committee was 
strumental in organizing a mu- 
nicipal department of public 
safety which embraces the police, 
health and fire departments. .

A memorial service for Sat. 
James Edward McCord, who was 
killed in action in Germany March

The county equips 
the health centers and provides 
nurses and doctors—the doctors 
usually come from the communi- 
ties or are Atlanta doctors who 
receive honorary pay from the 
State Health Department. The state 
furnishes serums and vaccine and 
other medicine. 

PROGRAM’S FUTURE 

The county board of health 
hasn't forgotten the future of the 
health program. The first step in 
that direction was taken a few 
months ago, when a beautiful, 
modernly equipped. health center 
and community meeting place was 
dedicated at Ben Hill, Ga. 

A similar center is under con- 
struction at Palmetto and the 
plans for a third at Roswell have 
been okayed by the county com- 
mission. Sometime in the future, 
Commissioner Almand added, the 
health department hopes to see the 
present centers replaced by the 
Same type centers. 

“That day will indeed be a great 
day for the people of Fulton coun- 
ty,” he continued. “And for the 
health of our people.” 

The central health center, which 
is located at 117 Mitchell street, 
has been redecorated and modern- 
ized. Other centers are located at 
Alpharetta, Buckhead, College 
Park, Center Hill, Collins, East 
Point, Fairburn, Hapeville, Howell 
Mill district, Lakewood, South 
Fulion, Rockdale Park and Sandy | 
Springs. 

Regulations at the centers are. 
the same as those for admitting 
patients at Grady hospital. At the 
centers, however, blood tests are 
made for anyone, and patients are 
referred to private doctors if they 
can afford medical fees.

War Loan drive for the Atlanta 
area, Ed S. Cook qualified as the 
first zone director to reach and 
surpass his quota of war bond 
sales, 


Cook, who heads Zone Seven, 
took a running leap over the 100 
per cent mark—from 80.7 per cent 
on Thursday to a landing point of 
135 per cent on Friday.

So. the next thing I hear about 
him he is crawling through unre- | 
lenting heavy machinegun and | 
smal! arms fire into a pillbox. 

But, maybe he didn’t forget 

after all. Because it says in the 
-citation that he observed the at- 
tempt to escape, deployed his men 
about the pillbox and then ad- 
vanced. It is important they noted 
that in the citation because < it 
meant he was using the stuff he 
learned at Benning.

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TVA Activities 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT. , 

TVA activities in its own region 
have had the effect of creating 
enormous potentialities for the de- 
velopment of the Tennessee valley 
area as one of the leading recrea- 
tional centers of America. Such 
prospects, of course, are wholly 
incidental to TVA’s main pur- 
poses; but nevertheless they are 
the natural result of what TVA 
already has done and of what it 
plans to do in the future. They 
comprise, in fact, a primary fea- 
ture of what's happening in the 
Tennessee valley. 

The main element of the new 
situation derives from the fact 
that TVA has changed the Ten- 
nessee river from an uncontrolled 
mud-colored stream into a series 
of placid, sky-blue lakes which 
form together a sort of earthly 
paradise for millions of persons

But even at that 
it is nearly $200,000,000 more than 
came in through recreation as late 
as 1941. 

Yet, even the conservative $300,- 
000,000 figure gives some idea of 
what secondary activities of TVA 
— activities merely incidental to 
its primary job—mean to the Ten- 
nessee valley area. In consider- 
ing such a situation; does anyone 
yet wonder why TVA has won 
such, a strong hold on the people 
of the valley? 

1941. SURVEY. 

In: making this estimate, people 
in the TVA region base it upon 
a 1941 survey of the out-of-state 
tourist traffic in Tennessee. This 
was a survey made by the Federal 
Writers’ project under the joint 
sponsorship of the Tennessee State 
Planning Commissién and_ the 
Tennessee Department of Conser- 
vation. It showed that during 
1941. 2.718.916 out-of-state automo- 
biles entered Tennessee and that 
they brought 7,946,556 tourists. 
The average expenditure per car 
while in Tennessee, the survey in- 
dicated, was $38.42 and the total 
for the year 1941 was $104,462,481. 
Broken down, this is the way the 
tourists spent the money: Food, 
$28.204.780: transportation, $26,-. 
115,620: overnight accommoda- 
tions, $24,026,380; retail purchases, 
$13,580,122; amusements, $6,267,- 
748. and miscellaneous, $6,267,748. 

After the war all indications 
now? point to the conclusion that 
the volume of out-of-state tourist 
money that will come into Ten- 
messee alone will reach at feast 


$200.000,000 a year — or nearly | 
double the 1941 figure — the in-| 


crease being due almost entirely 
to TVA activities.

And of this total volume 
of tourist money, around $200,- 
000,000 will represent an increase 
over the 1941 figure. It will all 
be new money coming into the 
valley, money. that is largely the 
result of TVA’s incidental activi- 
ties in fulfilling its duty to con- 
gress and to the people of the Ten.

STEPS TO CONTROL MALARIA 


Despite the opportunity, the rec- | = 
reational possibilities of much of}:

without adequate steps to control, 
and eventually to eliminate, the 
malaria-carrying mosquito. This 
creature, going under the.name of 
anopheles quadrimaculus and bet- 
ter known simply as the “quad,” 
has a peculiar habit of standing 
on its head while engaged in feed- 
ing itself. Though unknown to the 
mountains of the region, it abound- 
ed in the areas bordering the low- 
er reaches of the valley, especial- 
ly in northern Alabama, western 
Tennessee and western Kentucky, 
In those areas in years past, the 
“quad” exacted an expensive toll 
in sickness, loss of energy and 
the general misery of the affected 
population. — 

TVA’s health and safety de- 
partment, under direction of Dr. 
Eugene L. Bishop, with offices at 
Chattanooga, has put on a fight 
against the “quad” which marks 
another milestone in the science 
of preventive medicine. So. ef- 
fective has been the work so far 
that Decatur, Ala., for example, 
now reports an annual incidence 
of malaria of less than 1 per cent 
where before TVA the annual in- 
cidence was around 35 per cent.

NEW RECREATION RESOURCE 

“TVA recognizes that it has add- 
ed the important new recreation 
resource of water to the states of 
the region. Water is the only rec- 
reation resource that it previously 
lacked. TVA has developed a few 
demonstration parks. Otherwise, it 
does not itself undertake any rec- 
reation development on lands that 
it controls, nor does it authorize 
others to do so until the proposed 
development has been reviewed 
by the appropriate state conserva- 
tion department and approved as 
a contribution to the development 
of the recreation resources of that 
state. . 

“To date, three state parks, 18 
county and municipal parks, 11 
group camps, 16 cabin site colo- 
nies and 39 fishing camps and 
reat docks are in various stages 
of development by state and lo- 
cal agencies and private enterpris- 
es in the valley.... 

“TVA hopes that a majority of 
the needed recreation enterprises 
can be:locally financed and oper-

At the outbreak of the war TVA 
operations in the valley were be- 
ginning to draw tourists and sight- 
seeing parties from every state in 
the Union, as well as from many 
foreign countries. War regula- 
tions cut down the number, but 
at one time people were flocking 
to Norris Dam at the rate of 
1,000,000 a year. And after the 
war, TVA expects that Fontana 
Dam alone will draw 1,500,000 
people a year. It is making plans 
to take care of this number—park- 
ing spaces, camping areas, sani- 
tary facilities and other necessary 
arrangements, 


In regard to the development of 
Fontana as one of the leading rec- 
reational centers of America, Men- 
hinick said: 

“The Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity believes that its construction 
village at Fontana Dam, located 
high in the mountains of North 
Carolina at the southern border 
of the Great Smoky Mountains 
National Park, has great possibili- 
ties for private operation after the 
war as a recreation center. At the 
peak of construction, about 5,000 
people were living in the village, 
which contains single-family 
houses, dormitories, a cafeteria 
seating more than 750 persons, a 
recreation building, stores and 
shops, a night-lighted  soft-ball 
field and other recreation facili- 
ties. 

“The American Express Compa- 
ny has written that it will be in- 
terested in using the village as a 
stop-over on its conducted south- 
ern tours, if the village is operated 
as a recreation enterprise. The

Farther down stream, plans are 
under way to make Kentucky 
reservoir, largest of the TVA 
lakes, another great tourist cen- 
ter. This lake, with a shore line 
of 2,200 miles, has many attrac- 
tions for those who like the out- 
door life. In addition to the water- 
sports that all other TVA lakes 
boast of, it will offer the oppor- 
tunity, in season, fof sportsmen 
who like to hunt. 

In one respect, the Tennessee 
valley chain of lakes is :admitted- 
ly deficient: it lacks fine sand 
beaches. And thus far there is no 
feasible method for successfully 
building and maintaining artificial 
sand. beaches—that is, on the pri- 
mary chain of lakes. For the river 
current and the seasonal draw- 
down always carry the sand away. 
However, all of these lakes have 
numerous “arms” which offer the 
possibility for artificial sand 
beaches. 

One of them in Big Ridge Park, 
near Norris, Tenn., has proved a 
great attraction. This beach is 
built of an arm with a small dam 
which maintains the little 45-acre 
lake at a constant level. That, of 
course, prevents the current from 
washing away the sand. Similar 
constructions are under considera- 
tion in many parts of the valley. 
Upon the completion of such “con- 
stant-lev>] arms,” these parts of 
the valley will have everything 
that all other recreation centers 
possess and much that many of 
them lack.

Arnall conceding the fight to lift 
the ban on Georgia governors 
serving successive terms had been 
lost in the house of representa- 
tives. 

The house action Thursday was 
fhe first rebuff Gov. Arnall has 
received from the legislature in 
his administration. A movement 
was started several weeks ago by 
Rep. Ben Fortson Jr. of Wilkes 
county to have the legislature 
convene itself in special session to 
pass a constitutional amendment 
permitting any governor to suc- 
ceed himself in office. Leaders of 
this “Draft Arnall” movement 
claimed they had enough legis- 
lators to convene the special ses- 
sion and pass the amendment. 

The resolution was passed in 
the senate, 38 to 12, after a three- 
hour round of oratory, but the 
house defeated it at Speaker Roy 
Harris’ insistence, leader of the 
opposition. The vote- there was 
127 to 68. The losing side said 
it would seek reconsideration of 
the house action. But Gov. Ar- 
nall, seeking to avoid “further em- 
broilment,” requested that the 
house adjourn and not take up 
the issue again at this time.” 

The special session adjourned 
sine die at 1:30 p. m. Friday, 

Again intimating that he had 
never wished to be a candidate, 
Arnall expressed regret that the 
fight had reached the name-call- | 
ing stage.

To some, he was “The Man Who 
Came to Dinnér”—not only 
chief actor in the west coast ver- 
sion of this excellent nnd delight- 
ful play by Moss Hart and George 
S. Kaufman, but the real life 
character whose strange behavior 
actually inspired the story. 


To some, Woollcott was the dis- 
tinguished dramatic critic, who at- 
tracted attention not only by his 
good work on the New York 
Times and other publications, but 
because he was barred from cer- 
tain theaters by the Shubert 
Brothers, who did not care for his 
reviews. 

To some, he is the man who 
wrote the “Shouts and Murmurs” 
department for the New Yor‘er; 
who was a Stars and Stripes co- 
worker with Editor Harold Ross; 
who was once such a friend of 
the New Yorker editor that they 
shared the same domicile, but who 
in his last years was on the out- 
side, often yearning to re-estab-

When the McGraw-Hill Book 
Company elected JAMES 5S, 
THOMPSON president a year ago, 
it may be they selected the most 
distinguished looking gentleman 
in their group as well as one of 
the most intelligent and diplo- 
matic.

The collaborators 
looked at each other with a dawn- 
ing delight in their faces and took 
the cover off the typewriter.” 

To some, Woollcott was a maga- 
zine writer of distinction, a book 
reviewer of great influence (a 
boost from him and a little known 
title would quickly flower into a 
best seller), an anthologist of dis- 
crimination. He was a raconteur, 
an essayist, a reporter, a critic, 
a lecturer, an actor, a soldier. At 
the time of his death, he was al- 
most an American institution, 
and already he is something of 
an American legend. Much was 
made at the time of his passing 
of the fact that he passed in the 
best tradition of the theater. As 
he collapsed in a radio studio, he 
signaled for the show to go on. 
“He died with his boots on, as we 
knew he would, in a public brawl 
as thousands cheered,” observed 
the New Yorker. “He was a good 
patriot and his loyalty to God and 
country occasionally achieved the 
majesty of thunder.”

Edwin A. Kraft Enthralls 


With Organ 


Recital Here 


By MARGUERITE BARTHOLOMEW. 

The Georgia chapter of the American Guild of Organists scored a 
memorable success Tuesday evening when it presented Edwin Arthur 
Kraft, F..A. G. O., organist and choirmaster of the Trinity Cathedral 
of Cleveland, in one of the most brilliant recitals of the season. 


It must be admitted that the 
south lags behind other sections of 
the country in evaluation and ap- 
preciation of the organ as a con- 
cert instrument. Hence, it re- 
dounds greatly to the credit of 
the Georgia chapter, that, under 
the capable leadership of Dean 
Frances S. (Mrs. John B.) Felder, 
it is making a determined effort 
to correct that lack of interest and 
understanding in Atlanta. Kraft’s 
recital climaxed a series of three 
presented by the guiki this sea- 
son, and it has been gratifying to 
note the mounting interest that 
reached a peak of overwhelming 
enthusiasm Tuesday night. ; 

It was not alone the brilliant vir- 
tuosity of Kraft’s performance 
that stirred the large audience, but 
there was the added pleasure of 
greeting again Atlanta’s former 
municipal organist (1913-14), 
whose genial, vital personality, as 
well as his outstanding musician- 
ship, won him a host of admirers 
and friends. 

“Above and beyond the call of 
duty,” it was he who inspired the 
founding of the Georgia chapter 
of the A. G. O., which through 31 
years of growth and service has 
worked untiringly for higher 
standards in’ church music and 
whose members have maintained 
stimulating contact with the parent 
organization by qualifying for its 
examinations and by attending the 
national] conventions. 

IN THE RECORD 

And as further testimony to the 
ever-widening stream of influence 
emanating from Kraft’s dynamic 
leadership in those early years, 
Miss Nana Tucker, in her monu- 
mental record compiled for the sil- 
ver anniversary of the Atlanta 
Music Club, ascribes to the inspl- 
ration*of his leadership as director 
of a community chorus, the desire 
and determination on the part of 
a few music-loving members to 
found a club that should serve and 
further the cause of music in At- 
lanta. From that tentative begin- 
ning has grown this stable and 
splendid organization that is the 
Atlanta Music Club. Verily, 
mighty oaks from little acorns 
grow! 

Kraft’s recital was one long to 
be remembered. To this reviewer, 
he is unique among organists in 
that his approach is so highly per- 
eonal and individual. He is schol- 
arly, but never pedantic; vital and 
electrifying, but never sensational. 
He has an interpretative ability 
and imaginative insight that ex- 
tracts the maximum in interest 
and color from every composition.

ENDURING VERVE 

The verve and exuberant vital- 
ity that distinguished his playing 
as a young man, has not dimin- 
ished one iota through the years. 
His genius as a colorist and the 
incredible sleight-of-hand that re- 
duces registrational changes to an 
enigma, are things to marvel at. 
He handled the superb four-man- 
ual Pilcher at First Baptist as if 
he had played it for years and his 
masterful exploitation of its possi- 
bilities amounted to a revelation. 

His program was unstinting in 
length and variety and of utmost 
interest chronologically. It fea- 
tured arresting novelties by unfa- 
miliar composers, charming genre 
pieces and serious works in the 
larger forms by celebrated mas- 
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ters. Each was a gem, played with | David McCrosky, Jerry Shuck, 


perfection of style, technical fin- 
ish and tonal color. 
Among the novelties was 
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opening number, “Introduction and 
Toccata,” by William Walond, a 
contemporary of Handel. It was a 
work of solid worth in form and 
content, and bright, joyous music 
in the rhythmic, vivacious manner 
of the early Italian school. 


Another novelty was an engag- 
ing “Minuet in E Flat,” by Bee- 
thoven, a recent discovery, and 
transcribed by Kraft for the or- 
gan. Unfamiliar, too, was the 
charming “Andante,” by Karl Sta- 
mitz (1746-1801). “A Tune for 
Flutes,” by John Stanley (1713- 
1786), offered rich play for the 
famous Kraft flute effects. 
PASTORAL 

Outstanding among the genre 
pieces was M. Enrico  Bossi’s 
re eg in G Minor,” an utterly 
ravis@ing work that Kraft played 
exquisitely. Its sportive mood, now 
light and airy, now lusty and vig- 
orous, evoked a woodland revel of 
nymphs and fauns and satyrs to 
the piping of reed flutes. 

Gaston M. Dethier’s “Caprice” 
(The Brook), was charmingly de- 
scriptive with its graceful melody 
and rippling accompaniment that 
brought into play the capacity of 
the modern organ for lightness and 
speed. 

“Entr) Acte,” from “The Atone- 
ment of Pan,” by Henry Hadley, 
transcribed by Kraft, was another 
delicate bit of fantasy with charm- 
ing passages for the flutes. 

Joseph Bonnet’s “Intermezzo” 
Was capricious, but somber in 
mood, and “Electa Ut Sol” (Light 
of the Sun), by Henri Dallier, 
proved a grateful vehicle for 
Kraft’s fine pedal work in the 
solo part to a florid accompani- 
ment on the manuals. 

Of enchanting grace and color 
was “Dance of the Sugar Plum 
Fairy,” from Tschaikowsky’s “Nut- 
cracker Suite,” substituted for 
“Carillon” by Delamarter. To use 
a colloquial expression, “it was 
out of this world,” and more dain- 
ty and exquisite than we have 
ever heard it from an orchestra, 
with a perfect imitation of the ce- 
lesta somehow incredibly achieved 
by Kraft on the harp attachment. 
BACH’S G MINOR 

The heavier works on the pro- 
gram included Bach’s majestic 
G-minor “Fantasie and Fugue,” 
“Sonata in G,” by Edward Elgar, 
a resplendent work that evoked a 
festive processional; “Two Choral 
Paraphrases,” by Homer Whitford, 
and Firmin Swinnen’s magnificent 
“Sunshine Toccata.” 

It is said of Kraft that “as a

Matrimonial Advertising 
Proves Protitable in India 


Even with most of the eligible bachelors scattered to the far 
corners of the earth by war, American girls may congratulate 
themselves that they haven’t yet come to the point where they 
have to advertise for husbands like those of some Far Eastern 
countries. Take Indig, for.instance. A world traveler, recently 
returned from  Hexcgy Plo t back concrete evidence of how the 
dusky belles of Calcutta employ this method of finding suitable 
mates—evidence in the form of an entire column of classified ads 
clipped from a Calcutta daily. 

The column is headed “Matrimonial” and it appears with the 
same regularly as the “Help Wanted” and “Houses for Sale” col- 
umns in the Atlanta dailies. Likewise, the ads list as many details 
as one would give in hiring a maid or selling a house. For instance, 
here's an example: ‘“Wanted—Educated, suitable groom for a fair- 
looking accomplished girl of Mukherji family, aged 17 years. 
Handsome dowry.” a 

Nor are the girls the sole users of the classified columns. Men, 
too, insert ads for wives, and like the gentlemen of the Western 
Hemisphere—they prefer blondes! In fact, in practically every ad 
for a bride, the stipulation is for one who is fair. Nor are the ad- 
vertisers modest to the extreme in setting forth their own assets. 
For instance, this: “Wanted—A fair, healthy, hndsome and accom- 
plished Kayastha girl for a fair, healthy, good-looking M. B. (28) 
of a very respectable and cultured Bangaja moulik Kayastha fam- 
ily. Expenses for foreign education needed.” Or this: “Wanted— 


A smart Bengali Hindu girl for a well-to-do Chinese young man 
having good business of Chinese silk. Marriage will be according 
to Hindu rites.” 

For the most part the men, it seems, are very strict about the 
caste to which a prospective bride belongs. But not the two who 
banded together, perhaps because of shyness, and inserted the fol- 
lowing ad: “Wanted—Two decent, modest, good-looking and mod- 
erately educated Hindu girls of any caste, faith or province, for two 
bachelors, upcountry young men of highly respectable families, 
ages 28 and 30, holding responsible and prospective jobs (presently 
drawing Rs 280—P. M.) with a leading Indian commercial house 
in Calcutta. Absolutely no demand. Bante & immediate.” 

If a family has two marriageable daughters on its hands, the 
parents would likely go about disposing of them like the couple 
who advertised thus: “Wanted—Two well-educated, settled in life 
grooms of well-to-do family for cultured and beautiful girls of a 
Kayastha family. Property settled in trust for the girls.” 

Nor is royalty above the habit of inserting ads in the daily paper 
to obtain a son-in-law, though perhaps such aristocracy is a bit more 
fastidious. For example: “Wanted—A match for a 17-year-old 
U. P. Raja’s daughter who is highly cultured and heiress of estate 
of Ra. 50,000 annually. Only modernized Rajput with sound fi- 
nancial position need start negotiation.”

Cuyler— Right-Handed Cobb’ There WAS another Cobb. 


The authority for such a 
startling statement is Jack Doyle, member of the Chicago Cubs’ 
scouting corps and strategy councils since 1919. or 
Doyle recently presented his National League version—a “right- 
handed Cobb”’—and, naturally, it could be none 
other than Hazen (Ki Ki) Cuyler, manager of 
the Crackers. 
It may be that many fans of today do not 
realize what a major league career Cuyler had. 
At any rate, Doyle’s remarks about him will 
serve as a refresher. The story is timely and 
a highly deserved tribute to the Cracker pilot. 
In evaluating his “right-handed 
Cobb,” Doyle referred to Cuyler as the 
most graceful ball player of all time. A 
fellow who could do more things with a 
glove than Cobb: who could throw better 
than Cobb; who woe’ pick up ground

Bat Was Dynamite tion wrought by Cobb. In 24 years in 
_the American League Cobb’s average was .367.... One year he 
hit a titanic .420. 

“But the Cuyler bat was dynamite. Whereas Cobb through 24 
years slammed 118 homers, the 16-year span of Cuyler rewarded him 
with 127 circuit blows. 

“And the Cuyler fielding achievements were brilliant. 
Cobb averaged 11 errors per year compared to Cuyler’s 
seven. And the Cuyler arm was deadly in its accuracy. ‘It’s 
quite generally accepted, Doyle adds, ‘that Cobb’s arm was 
just ordinary and quite a few outfielders, among them Tris 
Speaker, could catch drives that got away from Ty. 

“Joe McCarthy, in his term as Cub manager, acknowledged the 
tremendous talents of Cuyler. Doyle recalls a meeting of the Cub 
staff with McCarthy before the 1928 season when instructions were 
given that Cuyler wasn’t to be shackled by signs or rules. 

“Doyle concedes that Cobb had a mite more speed than Cuyler 
plus a flawless instinct for breaking at the right time and surging 
on for an extra base.

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Fascism Growing in Argentina | 


President Truman’s admission that he 
is “not very happy” about the Argentine 
situation officially reflects this nation’s 


prowing concern over the Fascist tend-— 


encies of the Farrell tegime in that un- 
happy country. 


While it has been—and should con- 
tinue to be—our policy to maintain a 
hands-off. policy toward the domestic 
political affairs of South American na- 
tions, we can but be vexed at reliable 
reports that Argentina’s current totali- 
tarian tactics are on a plane with those 
of the Axis nations at their worst. Con- 
centration camps are full to overflowing 
with political prisoners, rigid censorship 
has been set up and numerous newspa- 
pers closed, and a policy of government 
by terror established. 


These reports, which had to be smug- 
sled out of the country to evade the 
strict ban on transmission of any news 
unfavorable to the Farrell government, 
are especially embarrassing to the United 
States in view of the fact that we so 
recently sponsored the move to open the 
United Nations conference to Argentine 


representation. This was done, say in- 
side Washington sources, in direct viola- 
tion. of a pledge which the late President 
Roosevelt made to Premier Stalin at 
Yalta and accounts, in some ineasure, for 
Russian coolness of late. It was also 
done, declare other reliable authorities, 
over the fervent protest of former Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull. Small won- 
der, then, that Secretary Stettinius and 
our reshuffled State Department are 
coming in for increasing criticism the 
nation over for our new policy toward 
Argentina. 


All news being rigidly censored, the 
Argentine people have no way of know- 
ing true conditions within their country 
or criticism abroad directed at the Far- 
rell government. Nevertheless, there are 
indications that they are growing increas- 
ingly, restive and that the early over- 
throw of the Fascists is not out of the 
question. 


It is small consolation to us, ‘mean- 
while, to realize that, but for our spon- 
sorship of Argentina at San Francisco, that 
revolt might well have taken place ere 
now. 


No Rocking Chair Insurance 


While we think the states should have 
more of a share in the job of caring for their 
unemployed, it being a normal state func- 
tion, it is obvious President Truman’s re- 
quest for immediate legislation to cushion 
the transition between war-plant employ- 
ment and peacetime work, is necessary. 


WPB officials estimate that within 
three months unemployment will rise 
from the current estimate of 800,000 to 
almost 2,000,000. 


With this introduction we wish to com- 
mend the statement by Commissioner Ben 
T. Huiet, of the Georgia Department of 


Labor, who has: announced: 


“Unemployment insurance isn’t intend- 
ed to be a vacation allowance or ‘rocking 
chair’ money. Working wives who quit to 
return to household duties, or take a rest, 
can’t receive the benefits of unemploy- 
ment. This money is for the man or 
woman who is unemployed, but who is 
ready and available for work.” 


We trust the commissioner will make 
this a strict rule and will investigate cases 
fully, maintaining a thorough liaison with 
the possible employment centers, so there 
may be no abuse of the unemployment 
funds. 


This Is the Day to Visit ‘Shut-Ins 


Today, by proclamation of the Georgia 
legislature, is Shut-Ins’ Day, a day set 
aside for visiting those unable to be out 
and about. The movement has been 


adopted in 17 states since Marietta’s Clar- 
ence Powers, a shut-in himself, first con- 
ceived it. It is a splendid and beautiful 
one and will spread further. 


How To Deivent Farm Land Inflation? 


The continuing increase in farm land 
prices has now reached a stage where 
‘the administration is reported giving se- 
rious consideration to a program de- 
signed to stop further advances. 


And, with latest Agricultural De- 
partment reports showing a 52 per cent 
increase in farm land values above the 
1935-39 level, no one can say that such 
action is not justified. 


Several methods of retarding further 
inflation in this vital field have been 
proposed but one requiring purchasers 
to make down payments of at least 35 
per cent is reported favored. There is 
some chance, say insiders, that this may 
be coupled with a stiff capital gains tax 
on the profit derived from the specula- 
tive purchase and resale of farm land. 


There is also a move in some circles 
for similar restrictions on the sale of 


residential property in urban communi- 
ties, real estate values having increased 
as much as 75 and 100 per cent in some 
war production centers. 


While inflation of real estate values 
is probably greater in metropolitan areas, 
it is the increase in farm land values 
which is of the greatest danger to the 
nation’s economic welfare. 


Those who remember the disastrous 
collapse which followed the farm land 
boom of the early twenties are fearful of 
a similar crash after this war. The fact 
that speculators are bidding farm land 
prices beyond that which bona fide farm- 
ers can afford to pay is reason. for real 
concern. 


Additional restrictions at this stage of 
the-conflict are anathema to all concerned, 
But the fact remains that further increases 
in farm land values can but eventually 
result in disaster.

The Japs Know the 
Meaning of Okinawa 


When I left him in India I asked him to write 
Bitte... me an analysis. The letter came: 
ee “There are really three separate campaigns 
being fought against the Japanese and all three are being simul- 
taneously waged. 


“First is Okinawa. This is against the territory of Japan itself. 
Second, there is the consolidation of the old campaign in the South- 
west Pacific in which there are large-scale operations in the Philip- 
pines, plus the cleaning up in the Solomons and New Guinea. 


| Thirdly, there is a really vast campaign which includes Burma, 


Siam, Indo-China, Malaya and the Dutch East Indies. 


“These three campaigns are planned in one plan. Eventually, 
they interlock and become one campaign, as the eastern, western 
and southern campaigns interlocked against Germany. 


“Co-ordinated with this has been the sea campaign which has 
smashed through Japanese defenses, cut her communications and 
much of her transport with her southern territories captured early 
in the war. It also has enabled the Marines and Army to by-pass 
large garrisons and to be fighting today on Okinawa, only 350 miles 
from Japan itself. 


“One of our problems has been bombing. There has not been 
enough room to store up bombers. Consolidation of Okinawa, with 
its larger territories for air strips, its mere 350 miles of distance 
from Japan, will enable us to carry out the plan to burn Japanese 
cities off their islands. 


“These islands, Iwo Jima and Okinawa, with the earlier con- 
quests, notably Tarawa, have cost high in lives and materiel. But 
we had to have them and the cost, therefore, is not too high. We 
had to have them. 

“So much for the campaigns.” 


: “We all know,” the letter continued, “‘that the 
Japan Admits Japanese radio makes rather obvious admis- 
sions in its reports and appeals to the Japanese people. 


“A recent publication which has fallen into our hands is re- 
vealing. It is particularly significant now the battle for Okinawa 
is nearing a close. The article said: 


“Should the situation on Okinawa turn against us, the enemy 
could restrict our fighting area with Kyushu as the center. The 
battle for Okinawa is a battle not only for Kyushu but for western 
Japan, and will determine victory or defeat for the whole of Japan. 
If the chance is lost it will be lost forever. ...In comparison with 
the enemy, we lack material, but even scanty material, if collected 
and given priority, can be utilized with good effect.’ 


: : “It is important, in thinking of the Japa- 
Japanese Thinking nese, to understand something of their 
culture. One of the great strengths of Mr. Roosevelt, as president, 
was his knowledge of geography as it relates to economics, war and 
culture, and his knowledge of history and peoples. 


“What the effect of misery and loss of cities and homes and 
food will be on a people who for centuries have been taught to 
regard themselves as of divine origin: who have heard from the 
time their baby ears and minds were able to co-ordinate sound and 
mind, that they have been destined by their gods to rule the world, 
is not possible to gauge. 


'“Their history has been a collection of myths and fables, be- 
ginning with the origin of the Emperor as the Son of Heaven. It 
is based on worship of this Emperor who has the power to make 
them safe from harm and who himself is so divine men and women 
may not look directly at him. Tailors, measuring him for suits and 
robes, wear gloves, as he is too divine for mortals to touch. 


“Their religion, Shinto, is difficult“to explain. It is largely 
worship of Japan itself. All Japanese are Shintoists, but may be 
Buddhists or even Christians at the same time. It is based on 
ancestor worship, since all Japanese trace their origin back to the 
Sun Goddess. 


“Whatever its explanation, the fact is it offers no great pro- 
tection against adversity. Japan is not invincible. When that 
knowledge comes, as it must be coming, and with it comes also 
misery and sorrow, there will be a tremendous psychological upset 
impossible to calculate. 


.. “Qur people do not believe Japan will surrender until the main 
island of the chain, Honshu, has been invaded and conquered. That 
will not be attempted until by blockade and fire bomb, by shell 
and explosive, we have reduced Japan to a state of famine, broken 
down her utilities, imposed upon her the problem of millions of 
homeless, hungry refugees. 


“That is about the way we sum it up.”

‘Taint Fair’

July 28, 1944, the other Oct. 6, 
1944. One ordered arbitration of 
a dispute as. to whether a dis- 
charged employe was a supervisor 
or a member of the bargaining 
unit, the other ordered the par- 
ties to extend the terms of an 
existing agreement until they 
could agree on a new one or the 
WLB could resolve the dispute. 
Both actions were in keeping with 
routine WLB policies and pro- 
cedures. In both instances the 
action of the regional board was 


upheld by the National WLB when | 


appealed by the company. 

When the company was haled 
before the regional board and then 
the national board to show cause 
why they had not complied with 
the directive orders, they defied 
the agency once again. 

Six months after the company 


had indicated its unwillingness to 
abide by the order of the board 
and it appeared to the workers 
that the government would be un- 
willing or unable to enforce its 
own order, the workers took a 
strike vote the latter part of 
March under the Smith-Connally 
Act* and voted overwhelmingly 
not to continue working for this 
company which defied the govern- 
ment during wartime. On April 2 
the work stoppage occurred. The 
dispute which caused the stoppage 
was not between the management 
and the workers but between man- 
agement and the government! The 
workers had taken their grievance 
through the orderly processes set 
up for this purpose. Only the 
‘company was unwilling to abide.

They sneered at the teachings of 
purity and honor and human dignity in the New Testament and 
tried to turn the people to worship of the ancient, pagan German 
gods. With a new god added, Adolf Schickelgruber. 


They had to discredit the Bible, if they hoped to create, out of 
German youth, the type of ruthless, lying; deceitful, cruel robots 
they needed for their armies and their Gestapo. 


Naziism has been crushed. The forces of freedom and of de- 
cency have won the struggle. Right has triumphed. The ancient 
Napoleonic cynicism that God is on the side with the heaviest 
artillery, has been superseded by the evident truth that God pro- 


_ vides the heaviest artillery for the right cause. 


The free world is now faced with the staggering task, the double 
task, of restoring ravaged Europe to the good and peaceful ways 
of life and of re-educating the distorted minds and hearts of the 
German people. Both are stupendous duties, but the latter will 
take longer and call for determination and patience extended over 
generations. 


It will be hard to eradicate the false philosophy which has been 
spewed into the minds of German youth. It may not be possible 
to change the present young generation. But there is, there must 
be, hope for the little children and the generations yet unborn. 


There is no weapon which can be so effective in transforming 
the fearsome thing which is the national personality of Germany 
today, into a nation fit for others to associate with and to, someday, 
trust, than the Bible. If we can, by some manner of means, re- 
awaken the Germans to the truth of the Bible and induce them to 
read it and study it, we shall have taken the first stride toward 
their desired reformation and redemption,

And Pretext 


Fundamental to any religion is 
a faith that God reveals Him- 
self to men. The most significant 
question to ask of any religion is, 
to whom does God reveal Him- 
self, and how is the revelation 
made? The answer will reveal 
one’s interpretation of the seat of 
religious authority. Speaking, of 
course, only for myself, I answer, 
divine revelation is made to the 


individual mind. 


In that memorable scene, when 
Jesus asked His disciples: “Whom | 
do men say that I am,” Peter an- | 
swered, “Thou art the Christ, the, 
Son of God.” Then Jesus answer- | 
ed, “Blessed art thou, Simon, for | 
flesh and blood hath not revealed | 
this unto thee, but my Father | 
who is in heaven.” Here is the. 
Perit be neta that God | 
does reveal Himself to the indi-| 
vidual soul. | 

If the individual soul be the 
place of the divine revelation, 
then here is the seat of authority 
for each man. Of course, this 
revelation may come to Him 
through the Book, or the book of 
nature, or through the experi- 
ences of other people, but not un- 
til it is heard in the judgment 
hall of his own spirit, convincing 
his reason, and convicting his con- 
science, is it authoritative for him. 
Therefore, we can not look to any 
church for divine authority. The 
church can receive no heavenly 
truth save that which is revealed 
to its individual members. 

For this reason churches can- 
not create Christians, but Chris- 
tians must create churches. It 
takes Christmen to create Christ 
churches. Only in proportion as 
the individual members live in 
communion with the divine life, 
will the church receive divine 
truth and divine power. 

It is from this standpoint we 
must look for the authority of the 
state. The state cannot receive 
any divine revelation, therefore it 
can have no divine authority. 
There are no heaven annointed 
rulers. God does not speak to 
kings or cabinets, councils or con- 
gresses. 

But since God does reveal His 
truth in every realm of thought to 
the individual mind, then govern- 
ments must receive their truth 
and authority fram the individuals 
who compose them. Here is the 
justification for self-governing de- 
mocracies. Such a government is 
the creation of individuals, and 
receives its authority from its 
its citizens. In a real sense gov- 
ernments should not rule the peo- 
ple, but the people should rule 
themselves through their govern- 
ments. 

It is for this reason the people 
should never receive their re- 
ligion from the state. The re- 
ligious spirit, principles and ideals 
of the people must be translated 
into the political processes of the 
state. The state can only have 
that authority and power which is

People Casting 
About for Candidate 


Gov. Arnall’s supporters in the general as 
sembly are casting about for a “white knight 
in shining armor” to be “the people’s candidate” 

for governor in 1946, following the split between Arnall and 
Speaker Roy Harris. The Governor’s friends—and, incidentally, 
he carried the house, 127 to 68, over the powerful opposition of the 
speaker, and won a 38-to-12 majority in the senate—say he came 
out of the amendment fight victorious, although failing to get the 
necessary two-thirds votes in the house. They say the people are 
behind him stronger than ever. They say he can name the next 
governor, although he cannot serve himself. 


We asked a large number of representatives and senators what 
they thought resulted from the session. Did it hurt Arnall? Did 
it hurt Harris? Did it hurt the legislature? Did it help Talmadge 
or Rivers? Was the session beneficial? 


Rivers’ friends in the legislature said the only person helped 
by the session possibly was former Gov. Rivers. Seeking a come- 
back, Rivers would have been blocked had the amendment passed 
and Arnall been forced to seek re-election. However, his friends, 
some of whom had been expected to oppose the amendment, voted 
for the amendment. They do not believe the Arnall-Harris breach 
can be healed, or if it-is that Arnall could swing his supporters into 
the Harris camp. They say that Rivers could adopt the Arnall 
reform program and win the governorship. They think Arnall 
might agree to back Rivers on such a program, and feel confident 
Arnall’s friends would favor Rivers over Harris. ; 


There was much sentiment to the effect that the session ruined 
Harris’ gubernatorial chances. It was generally thought that 
Arnall would be unable to carry his supporters to Harris even were 
he to renew his friendship with the speaker—which appears un- 
likely. Harris’ friends, however, pointed to his fighting speech 
against the Governor, and predicted he cauld win the governorship. 


There was sentiment that Arnall had been hurt by the session, 
receiving his first rebuff from a legislature in his heretofore un- 
marred administration, and showing unscrupulous power politics 
in his early efforts for the amendment. 

There was little indication that the split had aided Talmadge. 
Solons said that the session now has gotten both Arnall and Har- 
ris out of the race, and that the administration strength would 
either go to Rivers or to a dark-horse candidate to be picked up 


and developed. 

: Many legislators felt that the session had 
Session Hurt All nurt everyone, and particularly the general 
assembly which called itself into session to pass the amendment, 
got into a mud-slinging battle and adjourned four days later with- 
out passing anything. Members of ,both factions agreed the session 
should never have been called. They said had Gov. Arnall wanted 
another term, the legislature would have passed the amendment 
when it first was submitted at the regular 1945 session. They 
said he should have given them a definite “yes” or “no” as to 
whether he would serve another term before the extra session 
met. Proponents said the session did some good, that it was 
wholesome for democracy to air the criticisms and draw the lines. 
Opponents said they were pressured into signing the call. One 
member who signed the call and then voted against the amend- 
ment said he might go home and tender his resignation. They all 
felt that Georgia’s “greatest legislature” had lost some of its 


prestige through the wrangle. 
Fortson The reputation of Rep. Ben Fortson Jr., of Wilkes 
county, author of the amendment and leader’ of the 
called session, came through the session unsmirched. No one ac- 
cused Ben of using pressure tactics. He slung no mud. He origi- 
nated the “draft” Arnall movement, without Arnall’s consent and 
without the knowledge of anyone else, many months ago when the 
constitution redrafters were in session. He stuck by his guns dur- 
ing the regular session of the legislature—demanding that the 
constitution committee bring his proposal to the floor even while 
Arnall himself, had it stopped. He instituted the call for the extra 
session, and, regardless of who joined in the move and what tactics 
they used, Fortson remained consistent in his individual battle.

Cartels Threaten 
World Organization 


WASHINGTON — The 


international’ security 


organization being put together at San Francisco 

by representatives of the United Nations will be 
little more than an empty shell unless the power of international busi- 
mess and industrial monopolies, Known as cartels, is broken. 


This is obvious to anyone who 
has followed the numer inves- 
tigations by the Justice \Depart 
ment and congressional tommit- 
tees over the last several years. 
They have disclosed how these in- 
‘ternational monopolies operate 
outside the pale of government, 
how they influence international 
politics without the @eople know- 
ing anything about it or having 
anything to do with it, and how, 
in the case of Germany, they be- 
came instruments for building her 
war machine. 

The hands of the United States 
gre not clean, either, for some of 
our biggest corporations entered 
agreements with the Germans. It 
took a series of antitrust suits to 
dissolve these restrictive agree- 
ments, covering strategic war ma- 
terials, and seizure of patents by 
the alien property custodian to 
free us from the entanglements 
so that we could equip ourselves 
to fight. 

The Germans, though defeated 
in this war, are back at it again 
—‘“business as usual’—as eVl- 
dence accumulated by government 
acencies has revealed. They will 
try to enlist American corporation 
interest again, as they did after 
the last ‘war, or seek protection 
mow behind alleged American, 
British or French interest. 

Many of the cartel agreements 
involving American corporations 
which restricted patents, divided 
world markets into exclusive ter- 
ritories, and controlled prices, 
Gate back soon after the last war. 
They were, in effect, secret treat- 
ies, though not subject to inspec- 
tion by our senate or anybody else. 
They were just as important, if 
not more, so, than politica) treaties. 

An effort to correct this, as far 
as American corporations are con- 
cerned, is embodied in bills pend- 
‘§ng in congress sponsored by Sen. 
O”’Mahoney, Democrat, Wyoming, 
and Rep. Voorhis, Democrat, Cali- 
fornia. which require registration 
end publication of any cartel 
agreement in which a _ United 
States corporation is a party. 

A more immediate problem is 
that involved in the control of 
German industry, in which the 


} 
| 


United States will share. This 
will require expert investigation 
to ferret out the ramification of 
German interest and investment 
in industries all over Europe, as 
well as in this country. It will 
require also disinterested person- 
nel to advise and formulate policy. 
The Foreign Economic Administra- 
tion and other government agen- 
cies already have sent investiga- 
tors abroad to do this. 


{Involved in the policy making 
are the technical advisory com- 
mittees of FEA which will work 
here, and men who will work un- 
der the American group contro! 
council in Europe under Lt. Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay. Some key fig- 
ures on the technical advisory 
committees, who have been named 
here previously, are men with as- 
sociations in international finance 
or affiliated with corporations, 
either monopolistic in nature them- 
selves, or tied up previously in 
secret agreements with German 
interests, or both. The same is 
true of some men who will work 
abroad. 


Congress might well take a look 
at this set-up, or at least watch 
developments with these associa- 
tions in mind. 

The importance of all this is 
emphasized in a recent compre- 
hensive and well-documented 
speech by Rep. Voorhis, who 
showed how for the last two years 
Germans have been establishing 
enterprises under their own direct 
control in Spain, Sweden and oth- 
er countries, and how they have 
been hiding their funds. 

He said “it appears that as much 
as 40 per cent of the entire in- 
dustry of Spain is at present i 
the hands of Germans.” Likewise 


the Germans have been register- 


ing a greatly increased volume of 
patents in Sweden. The Germans 
have greatly increased their hold- 
ings in the French aluminum trust, 
part of an _ international cartel 
with indirect connections in this 
country. 

There shotld be no question 
about the type of mind which 
handles these problems on our 
behalf.

None of Truman’s decisions un- 
til now has indicated an impor- 
tant departure from the Roosevelt 
line. Only one of his major ap- 
pointments might imply signifi- 
cant changes. That fs the selec- 
tion of Tom C. Clark to succeed 
Francis Biddle as attorney general. 
Clark is expected to co-operate 
with Hannegan in rebuilding the 
Democratic organization. But this 
can be done without modifying 
such policies as vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the antitrust laws. Clark 


will be watched closely, not only 
by the New Dealers and by busi- 
ness and other groups who will 
be directly affected by his poli- 
cies, but by all experienced poli- 
ticilans and political observers. For 
his department is one in which 
loose handling of patronage can 
easily lead to scandal. 

Clark, however, has made a 
good record as head of the crimi- 
nal division of the department, 
He should not be prejudged. And 
it would be premature to herald 
his appointment as evidence of 
important shifts in policy. 

The make-up of the coalition 
which, with variations, elected 
Roosevelt four times, was not al- 
tered by his death. The conserva- 
tive Democrats cannot win a na- 
tional election. They do not con- 
trol even all of the south. To 
win, the Democrats must get a 
majorityeof the labor vote and 
some miscellaneous liberal sup- 
port. Truman may be able to 
recover some agrarian and mid- 
dle-of-the-road support which 
Roosevelt lost or never had. But 
in 1948, the war, without which 
Roosevelt almost certainly would 
not have been elected to his third 
and fourth terms, will be over, 
though the _ international 


As an astute politician, Truman 
may be expected to feel for a set 
of policies which will command 
the support of a majority of the 
people. He may not be as au- 
dacious or as persistent as Roose- 
velt sometimes was. Roosevelt 
often drew back or changed his 
pace when he found he was too 
much out of tune with public 
opinion. But, in a general sense, 
he remained more forward-looking 
than the Republican party, in both 
internal and international affairs. 
There is no reason to suppose that 
Truman will seek, relatively, a 
different political stance. To do 
so would be risky for a Demo- 
crat who is interested in winning 
national elections. 

What Truman appears to be do- 
ing is, rather, to pull the Demo- 
cratic coalition back together. He 
did not inherit the animosities felt 
for and by Roosevelt. 

On the positive side, he has the 
advantage of his own personal 
friendships in congress. He is 
bringing more practical politicians 
into key positions. Hannegan is 
starting out to use the well known 
and tested political cement, pa- 
tronage. We are witnessing a 
change in method, a return to 
traditional ways of party manage- 
ment. These do not necessarily 
imply important switches in policy 
in either direction.

This first week of June will 
mark, the first anniversary of 
D-Day—the successful storming of 
the beaches of Normandy, repre- 
senting the greatest congregation 
of invasion forces the world has 
ever known. And now, little less 
than one full year away from that 
eventful day, many of these D-Day 
soldiers are coming home again, 
many to be discharged, others to 
be deployed to the Pacific theater 
of war. But in nearly all cases, 
they will receive a 30 or 60-day 
furlough, that they may see the 
folks back home, get a brief rest 
and long-needed relaxation before 
tackling the problem of conver- 
sion to civilian life or taking up 
their gear again and fighting an- 
other war. 

How will they find the old town 
now after a year or longer away 
from these once-familiar scenes? 
How will they react to the scenes 
of the courthouse square, the cor- 
ner drugstore with its congrega- 
tion of staring youngsters licking 
dripping ice cream cones, or all- 
day suckers? How will they meet 
again their neighbors, the farmers 
from outlying districts whose 
daughters they once courted in 
the halycon days not too long ago? 

They have hit the high spots of 
the world in these past few years 
—Paris and London and Rome 
and Naples; they have trod the 
once-beautiful islands of Sicily 
and Capri, the warm blue shores 
of the Mediterranean, seeing 
strange sights, scenes brought to 
them originally in the pages of 
“Arabian Nights” or childhood 
fairy tales. They have met 
strange peoples, learned strange 
languages, become friends of far- 
away countries’ citizens, all met 
on the burning battlefields of the 
world. They have looked on the 
Coliseum, Cleopatra’s Needle, the 
bridges of the Thames and the 
Seine; many have climbed the 
Acropolis, beheld the wonder-city 
of the world, Athens, by moon- 
light. And by moonlight, even in 
destruction, Athens must truly be 
still Mr. Keats’ “A thing of beau- 
ty and a joy forever.” 

Will they ever be content again 
in Social Circle, Rising Fawn, in 
Doerun or Dewy.Rose or Talking 
Rock? Will the pine-green hills 
of north Georgia counties or the 
marsh-lilied swamp of the south 
hold them as firmly as before? 
Will the scent of the bay tree call 
them back throughout the years 
to come, or ever be able to hold 
them here? 

After the last war, many of 
them, if we remember our sta- 
tistics correctly, did not return 
to the farms and the little towns 
of the countryside. Having tasted 
the wider life, travel and excite- 
ment, they sought activities in the 
larger cities of the nation. Many 
refused to return to their former 
jobs, struck out for themselves in 
another paft of the country, made 
new friends and set up a new 
life for themselves. The old farm- 
place, the country town, held lit- 
tle lure for them. 

Perhaps history will not only 
repeat this performance now, but 
enlarge the exodus from the old 
home town to the larger cities. 
The men of today’s wars have 
become, in a true sense, citizens 
of the world.

Few Believe 
Hitler Dead

PRINCETON, N. J.—The Ameri- 
can public does not believe Adolf 
Hitler is dead. 


After all the conflicting reports 
about his fate, and in the absence 
of any joint official statement by 
the Allied conquerors of Germany, 
more than two Americans in three 
refuse to believe that the crafty 
Fuehrer is really dead. The gen- 
eral feeling is that any man with 
as scheming a criminal mind as 
Hitler would have carefully laid 
his plans to escape when Germany 
lost the war. 


The probable fate of Hitler is 
apparently a matter of consider- 
able public interest. Interviewers 
for the institute who regularly 
question voters on public issues 
report that “the mystery of Hitler 
holds the interest right now,” “it 
is discussed on every street cor- 
ner and in every group,” “it’s a 
question everyone seems to be bet- 
ting on at the present time,” and 
“practically everyone doubts the 
reports of Hitler’s death and all 
are curious as to his whereabouts.” 

American civilians in a cross- 
section poll from coast to coast 
were asked: 


“Do you personally believe that 
Hitler is dead?”

It seems clear from the above 
that, unless there is some final and 
official proof of Hitler’s death, a 
“Hitler legend” will persist in the 
minds of the people for sometime 
to come, 


Various reports have been is- 
sued from Russian sources that 
Hitler is dead, but up to this writ- 
ing no official confirmation has 
come from the British or United 
States governments, Germans have 
testified that Hitler committed sui- 
cide in Berlin, but there is dis- 
agreements as to the details. Mean- 
while, guesses as to his where- 
abouts include theories that he is 
in a submarine on his way to 
Japan, that he is hiding in the 
hills of Spain, or that he is hiding 
incognito somewhere in Germany. 

Doubts as to Hitler’s death are 
—— in all walks of society. 
People in the upper education lev- 
els who presumably follow world 
affairs with closest attention are 
only slightly more inclined to be- 


_|lieve him dead than people who 


have had only high or grade 
school education or no schooling 
at all.

THOMASTON—The Upson county district in 
which Gen. John B. Gordon was born is known 


as Blackankle, although no one living now knows 
why. Far from being black swampland, the country is as red and 
hilly as any in Georgia, but softened by groves of thick green pines 
whose shadows lengthen year by year as the pines increase: and the 
tawny slow waters of Flint river are only half a mile away. 


The future Confederate general 
and Georgia governor was born 
there on Feb. 6, 1832 (the county 
Was only seven years old then) 
and the family moved away when 
the boy was scarcely 11. Over at 
The Rock, Ga., there lives a man, 
B. G. McKenney, who was born 
on the same spot and whose _moth- 
er (Sarah Ann McKinley before 
her marriage) went to school with 
young John Brown Gordon. 


“My father bought the place 
from Zachariah Gordon just a few 
years before the War Between the 
States and I was born there in 
1859,” says Mr. McKenney, who 
looks the part of a southern colo- 
nel and is, more important, a true 
southern gentleman. “I was six 
years old when the Yankees came 
through, and, indeed, I do re- 
member them. They took the 
stock, of course, all except one 
feeble horse, and some _ apple 
brandy that was hidden in the side- 
board; but the strangest thing 
that they took was several pairs 
of socks which my mother had 
just finished knitting.” 

“And she went to school with 
Gordon, you say. Where.was the 
school house?” 


“Up at the crossroads, I 
imagine, near the church.” 


“And is that the church where 
Gordon was converted at the age 
of seven, when he was so small 
that they had to stand him on a 
table while he gave his testi- 
mony?” 

“This is Good Hope church I’m 
speaking of, I don’t believe he 
was converted there,” Mr. Me- 
Kinney was going to be accurate 
even if it ruined the story. But 
his statement was correct, for Gor- 


don was converted in Old Har- 
mony church while his father was 
conducting a protracted meeting 
there. 

I asked him about the snake 
story. Was it true that a snake 
was hanging from the _ rafters 
while the child stood on the table 
reciting his “experience,” and that 
the congregation could not listen 
closely to the story of his youth- 
ful conversion because they were 
so afraid the snake would fall on 
him? And did it really drop to 
the floor at the foot of the table 
when the candidate’s experience 
had been concluded and accepted? 

Mr. McKinney laughed, “I’ve 
never heard that versior of the 
story before. But as for Black- 
ankle, it was quite a prosperous 
section once. There were a good 
many large farms down there, 
plenty of Negroes to work the 
crops, and on the days when jus- 
tice court was held, the old place 
was quite lively. If I’m _ not 
mistaken, court was held at Aunt | 
Mary McKinley’s and all the farm.- | 
ers rode in with two-gallon jugs | 
of liquor. 


“Sure, they’d made it them- 
selves, and they sold it out at five 


and 10 cents a drink. When court 
was over, the drinking and sing- 
ing began, and horse racing fol- 
lowed hot on ihe heels of justice. 
Yes, I shouldn’t be at all surprised 
if there was betting on the horse 
races. 


“One of our neighbors was John 
Snipes,” Mr. McKenney contin- 
ued, “and he loved his drink and 
good horses. He had a fine pair 
of grays, and if you saw him 
Start out on Sunday morning be- 
hind those grays, you’d know that 
he was tight, and that he was 
driving over to Meriwether coun- 
ty to church. He never went 
when he was sober.” 


“Jack’s ferry was on the main 
road to Prattsburg for a long time, 
just about a half-mile from where 
I was born—and Gordon, too,” he 
augned. “There was a bell to be 
rung when you wanted the ferry- 
man and he’d come to 
across; not only people, but bug- 
gles, wagons, horses, sometimes 
herds of cows. Once all the cows 
Jumped off into the river.” 


It was a long time ago, and yet 
not sO. long, either. You could 
see, with your mind, the young 
Baptist preachers, Zachariah Gor- 
don and Jacob King, riding over 
those red hills, or crossing by 
ferry to Talbot county, and only 
one horse between them, for they 
used the “ride and tie” plan. You 
could hear Zachariah Gordon tell 
of his trip by horseback to Phila- 
delphia from Wilkes county, 
North Carolina, the time he went 
to pay off the debts of his broth- 
er, whose credit had been abused 
by unscrupulous partners. Or, 
perhaps, he’d tell of the work he 
wanted to do among the Chero- 
sy up in Walker county, Geor- 

ia, 


_Or you might hear him men- 
tioning the boy, John Brown; 
“The lad was so small that they 
had to stand him up on a taBle at 
Old Harmony, but he talked like 
a regular little orator. And when 
we got ready to baptize him, I 
waited for a drouth so the river 
would be low enough. Even then. 
I had to put a larger boy back of 
him to keep him from being 
washed away. A bright lad, if 
I do say it.”

It is fortunate in more than one respect that the 
Censorship job of Atlanta movie censor fell into the hands 
of Miss Christine Smith. 


This should-in no way he renstrued as meaning that had one of 
the. other applicants been chosen for the job that they.would not 
have proved ay as satisfactory in this particular work... ., 
But, Miss Smith’s broad education and her love for the motion 
picture industry makes me feel that she is going to be an asset 
to the movies as far as Atlanta is concerned. 


I talked at length with Miss Smith last week in her offices 
at the city hall and I again had the pleasure of conversation with 
her at a luncheon at the Athletic Club as guest of Aubrey Milam, 
chairman of the Carnegie library board, Friday, and at both of 
these meetings Miss Smith demonstrated that she had the interest 
of better entertainment in Atlanta at heart, and she convinced 
me that she will endeavor to act as an instrument to upbuild, not 
to tear down, one of the nation’s greatest industries. 

This is important only when we consider what 
is happening in other cities, some of them not 
so far distant from Atlanta. 

For, in Memphis and Boston and New York 
a rigid censorship prevails in which the censor, 
all powerful as is Miss Smith, acts as a dictator 
and wantonly bars this or, that movie because 
of some personal objection. }.. In recent months 
open “warfare” has broken out in New York 
over this one thing and the industry and the 
censor have come to blows when a play or a pic: 
ture was banned from public showing simply 
because it did not please the censor .personally. 

A censor with this attitude, one of setting 
himself or herself up as a “dictator,” is not 
good. ... For while there are many things which 
eee might irk or displease the average person, many 

et times there is nothing objectionable from a moral 
Aubrey Milam standpoint to be found and consequently it does 
not endanger the health, morale or good behavior of a community 


and should not be banned. 

Miss Smith is setting up a program which 
Installs New Ideas is not required, but which will aid ma- 
terially in exploiting pictures which she considers worthy of the 
attention of various civic groups, school children and persons in- 
terested in this or that type of entertainment. For instance, Miss 
Smith says, when a picture with an animal “star,” which contains 
nothing immoral to wrongly influence the mind of a youngster, 
is offered at one of the local theaters, she will send a bulletin to 
the school department, which in turn will be relayed to the various 
teachers throughout Atlanta, recommending this particular film. 

“My goal is to make it unprofitable for the motion picture in- 
dusty (Hollywood’s end of the business) to make a picture of poor 
caliber,” Miss Smith said. 

That Miss Smith will run into snags now and then is to be 
expected, but Tommy Read, city manager of Georgia Theaters, 
which embraces Lucas and Jenkins’ theaters, spoke for the greater 
part of the industry when he said the “theaters are anxious to 
work. with the censor. It is not our intent to show anything on our 
screen which would be harmful.” 


A very small minority asks the question: “Why do we need a 
local censor, when we have a czar of the industry who is supposed 
to look after these matters?” 


The answer is simple. ... Each city is different, and while a 
general program suits one, it doesn’t suit another which is not 
accustomed to,pburlesque theaters or a city which has a great re- 
ligious population, with different leanings. 

But Atlanta can rest assured its morals are in the trust of good 
hands in Miss Smith and Mr. Milam, ... They’re both broad- 
minded, yet they are wise enough to know when to draw a line.

EERIE CHEER. A sports fan we 
know says that he is too upset to 
listen to any baseball broadcasts this 
year. He moved into a new home 
across the river from a big-league 
ball park, and the first time he tuned 
in a game on his radio he got a shock: 
Somebody hit a home run and a great 
cheer blared from the loud-speaker. 
Three or four seconds later he heard 
the identical cheer come across the 
river from the park itself. “I’ve never 
felt such a creepy sensation,” he 
says. “I might have doubted my own 
sanity if I hadn’t remembered my 
high-school physics and realized that 
sound travels much slower in open 
air than it does by electricity.” 

The story reminds us that sound 
is one natural phenomenon that can’t 
seem to keep pace with our present- 
day civilization of speed. Its 700- 
mile-an-hour clip is no longer very 
impressive — power-diving airplanes 
have equaled that mark. 


BIGGEST BANG. The loudest noise 
known to history was the volcano 
explosion on the East Indies island 
of Krakatoa, in 1883; it was heard 
3,000 miles away on Rodriguez Island 
in the Indian Ocean — but not until 
four hours later. If it had happened 
today, any wide-awake paper 3,000 
miles away would have picked up 
telephoto pictures of the damage and

rushed an extra onto the newsstands 
before readers could hear the ex- 
plosion with their own. ears. 

Sound is perverse too — it travels 
faster through liquids and metals than 


through air, where it properly be-— 


longs. Water carries sound five times 
as fast; iron, 15 times as fast. If you 
put your ear to a long iron rail, and 
somebody at the other end strikes the 
rail with a hammer, you will hear two 
reports — one through the metal and 
one, later, through the air. 

If you ever have the misfortune to 
get shot at, it might be of interest to 
you that the bullet will have struck 
you before you hear the gun go off. . .

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Ask The Marines

They can tell you about the 
American leadership spirit, 
and how it works in battle. . 


N Iwo JIMA, a platoon of marines was 

fighting for a dominant hill. The 
commanding officer fell in a flurry of 
machine-gun bullets. A platoon sergeant 
took over. Soon he, too, fell. Three ser- 
geants in succession took command, each 
advancing the platoon nearer its objective, 
but each going down in action. Finally the 
mantle of leadership fell on a nineteen- 
year-old corporal; and it was behind him 
that the men stormed the crest, cleaned 
out the last enemy pocket, and took their 
objective. 

In that episode is the story of the war 
the Marines have been fighting from 
Guadalcanal on. Never in the history of 
warfare has individual leadership meant 
so much. Land fighting has almost inevi- 
tably broken down into mobile action by 
small units, and the ability of junior offi- 
cers, non-commissioned officers and even 
privates to assume responsibility and ini- 
tiative in a pinch has carried us through 
to victory. 


WE ask our young combat officers to 
take every man in their command, down 
to the newest private, into their confidence 
during battle? They tell them the imme- 
diate plan of action, and why it has been 
chosen, so that any one of them can carry 
on if need be. And time after time, I have 
seen men do just that, when every one of 
their designated leaders has been knocked 
out. 

This is in the tradition of the United 


States Marines: But more than that, it is ~ 
_ in the tradition of American democracy. 


The Japanese soldier has a mind, he has 
been well trained in the use of weapons, 
and he has a natural cunning that makes 
him especially dangerous in the kind of 
fighting we have had in the Pacific. But 
his background, and the nature of his 
training, have stunted his confidence 
in individual thought and action. 

The Japanese leaders assumed, when 
they committed their nation to war, that 
our men would be soft, effete, spoiled by 
the luxury of the highest living standards 
in the world. The Japanese know: better 
now. 

They learned about Americans at Mount 
Suribachi. They intended to wear down 
our forces there in a long battle of attri- 
tion. If they had been permitted to hold 
onto Mount Suribachi, they might well 
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have succeeded. As you know, they did 
not. Mount Suribachi fell to a regiment 
of marines in the first four days of savage 
fighting. 

But, for two days the regiment fought 
through hotbeds of caves, pillboxes, bunk- 
ers and gun emplacements. On the third 
day, as one platoon neared the top, the 
men ran into a mass of barbed-wire en- 
tanglements. When they pulled the wire 
down and started through, four hidden 
pillboxes opened up. They held their 
ground, and fought for forty-five minutes 
at point-blank range. 


Art THE end of that time, all four pill- 
boxes were silent. But seventeen of the 
forty-six men of the unit, including the 
commanding officer, were casualties. Pla- 
toon Sergeant Ernest Thomas, twenty 
years old, took over, and behind him the 
men fought 6n, driving upward. 

The next day they reached the top. And 
even there, Japanese appeared from caves 
to hurl grenades at them. Sergeant 
Thomas and all but two of his men 
went after the Japanese, and finished 
them. The other two men, by the young 
Sergeant’s order, stayed where they were, 
to guard the flag that they had been shel- 
tering throughout the whole advance. 

That is how the flag went up on Mount 
Suribachi. 

It is the way the flag has moved on, 
time after time, in this war. 

We have paid no small price. By their 
very leadership, men have multiplied 
their risks. An unusually heavy percent- 
age of our outstanding young officers were 
killed in action on Iwo Jima — most of 
them shot down in front of their men. 
Such men will be sorely missed. 

Yet, when one leader has fallen, another 
has arisen to take his place. 


Tuat is the essence and the strength of 
our democracy. We see it clearly in war. 
It is just as true in peace. 

In civil life, as in military life, we carry 
our flag to glory only as our people have 
the courage, the initiative and the sense 
of obligation that are the makings of lead- 
ership, and only as each of us stands ready 
to assume the responsibility of leadership 
when his time comes. 

In the years ahead, when the lessons 
still so fresh in our minds will tend to grow 
dim, we shall need all the leadership we 
can muster — confident, strong and spon- 
taneous. There is only one place where we 
can find it — where the Marines and o 
other fighting men have found it in thi 
war — within ourselves.

They Found Life Again 


BY DOROTHY WHEELOCK 


Five hundred people fled from tyranny 
and death in Europe to a haven on a 
tropical island. Here’s their story . .. 


ILLIONS of people have read the story of “Robinson 
Crusoe”’ and “Swiss Family Robinson,”’ then wondered 
what it would be like to start life anew on a lonely island. 

Well, here’s the story of 500 persons who found out. It’s 
the story of Sosua, a tiny colony of refugees from Nazi terror 
on the north coast of Santo Domingo. Last month it cele- 
brated its fifth anniversary. 

I have just returned from a visit to Sosua. I found it a 
healthful and flourishing community. Yet it’s more than 
that, much more. When the first group landed, May 11, 1940, 
Sosua was the one hope in the world for homeless victims of

tyranny. They were — and are — typical of the millions who 
tried to escape the Fascist scourge. Its five years of existence 
have proved that helpless fugitives could finda place to live, 
could once again become useful, happy and-free human beings. 

Those first international wanderers arrived at Hispaniola, 
where Columbus landed in 1492. There were 38 — 27 men, 
10 women and one baby that had been smuggled in. 

Rough foads, winding up and over the mountains, were 
fringed with banana trees, coco and royal palms. The pio- 
neers looked down upon a lush green valley, upon a 
clean white beach. This was to be their new home. 

One of the first settlers, a Berlin lawyer named Rudolf 
Herzberg, drew a deep breath: 7 

“‘We'll do our best. We'll stay and rear our children here.” 

But the beginning was full of hardships. The houses were 
well built, but they had galvanized roofs, under which the 
homesteaders sweltered during the day. There were no 


screens. All drinking water had to be boiled. Even so, the early 
settlers suffered greatly from malaria and dysentery. 

These newcomers were over-anxious to make good. When 
the first tomato crop ripened, every settler stayed up all 
night, picking frantically, for fear the crop would spoil under 
the blazing sun. They had to learn a new language, Spanish, 
and to adapt themselves to native customs and prejudices. 

Moreover, the war cut short the dream of a larger commu- 
nity. Some recruits were interned in Italy when that country 
entered the war. At the end of the first year, Sosua had 300 
settlers. The population mounted to 496. Then shipping was 
shut down and immigration ceased. The colony was isolated. 

Sosua was meant to be more than a colony. It was to be a 
forerunner of a mass-migration of refugees. It was to light 
the way towards their re-establishment in a brave new world. 
But war spread over the globe, and the colony was almost for- 
gotten. Yet Sosua refused to die. 


Ships Couldn’t Unload 


Here is how the colony was born. In 1939 representatives 
of 33 nations met at Evian, in France, to discuss the rapidly 
worsening refugee situation. This was the last year of peace. 
This was the year of the pariah refugee ships, forbidden every- 
where to unload their human cargoes. 

The S.S. St. Louis was one of these ships. It sailed from 
Hamburg with 939 German refugees bound for Cuba. The 
Nazi government knew that Cuba would not receive them, 
shipped them out anyway. When the boat tied up at the 
quay in Havana harbor, the refugees were forbidden ashore, 
and the ship was ordered to leave. The unfortunate passen- 
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Santo Domingo colony of Sosua 


gers could see and almost touch friends and relatives waiting 
for them on shore. Finally a tugboat hauled the ship mid- 
stream. Power boats followed to pick up refugees attempting 
suicide. 

Newsreel cameras caught an agonizing scene. A young 
husband ran the length of the Avenida del Puerto, waving 
and crying out encouragement to his wife and child aboard 
the ship. That husband found refuge in Sosua. His wife and 
child were less fortunate. Holland gave them shelter, but the 
Nazis invaded that hospitable country. He has not heard 
from his family since then. But should the curtain lift, 
should they be alive, a home awaits them in Sosua. 
That is one of the reasons the colony refuses to die. 

The St. Louis drama was re-enacted many times — in har- 
bors of the Western hemisphere, in a hundred Mediterranean 
ports. Countries were reluctant to open their doors to the 
helpless refugees. | 

Then one small country came forward with a vast and mag- 
nanimous proposal. The tiny Dominican Republic offered 
refuge to 100,000 victims of Nazi persecution. 

To foster the project, the Dominican Republic Settlement 
Association (DORSA for short) was organized in this coun- 
try. Famed agronomist Dr. J. A. Rosen went to Santo Domingo 
to investigate, recommended an experimental colony of 1,000. 
He chose Sosua, part of the private country estate of Domini- 
can president Generalissimo Rafael Trujillo, valued at $100,- 
000. The Generalissimo donated the land to the colony. 

Cynics have puzzled over Trujillo’s motives. He has ruled 
Santo Domingo for 16 years, a reign marked with the slaughter 
of Haitians, filled with contradictions. He had been accused 


of supporting Franco in the Spanish Civil War, of allowing 
his ships to refuel Nazi submarines. Yet he offered refuge to 
100,000 anti-Nazis. 

One explanation was that Trujillo could afford to pose as 
a humanitarian, since his rule was established. Also, Santo 
Domingo is sparsely settled. The upper classes, proud of their 
Spanish blood, saw a chance to increase the white population. 

Trujillo himself said, ‘‘I am deeply interested to co- 
operate in a practical way with the humanitarian plans 
of President Roosevelt. I hope the immigration will stimu- 
late our country and will intensify development of our natural 
resources as well as industries.”” He kept his contract. 

Emphasis in the first groups of settlers had been on stalwart 
young men who could endure the hardships of pioneering. 
This was a handicap — there weren't enough women. DORSA 
tried to import wives, but the war stopped that. 

But Sosua persisted, waiting for an end of the war and of 
its isolation. The settlers swore they wouldn’t return to 
Europe. “In Europe is only death; here we have found life 
again,” they said. 


Left for Good Reasons 


Asout 100 have left, however; some, because of the hard- 
ships, but most for better. reasons. A group of young Czechs 
joined the Czech Legion to fight the Nazis. Some tradesmen 
and professional men settled in Trujillo City, the capital, 
where skills were needed. 

Those who have remained have created a tiny outpost of 
Europe on the island. Sosua has a white-shelled main street. 
On it is a barber shop and a notions store and other shops. 
The saddler, mending harness, halloos out of the window to 
the Czech pastry baker, promising to meet him at the cafe 
where the settlers gather for political discussions. Young men 
bet on the races to be run on the homemade track. Sosua is 
improving the breed of horses, has sold some to Trujillo City. 

Intellectuals in the community go to Tuesday eve- 
ning lectures or extension courses. Less serious-minded 
go to weekly movies or dance to a native merenge or- 
chestra at the community house. The children — there 
are 75 altogether, 50 under four born in Sosua — attend 
classes in a well-kept schoolhouse, presided over by a former 
Czech schoolteacher. Life is not bad in Sosua. Food is abun- 
dant. Rum is so plentiful, one settler said, that ““‘We can use 
it in flit guns.” 

Sosua is predominantly agricultural. Cattle graze under 
the tropical sky. In 1943 the colany had $20,000 income from 
milk products alone. It introduced co-operative marketing 
to the Republic. Sosua is experimenting with canning, exports 
citronella, ships poultry to Puerto Rico. Colony manager 
William L. Bein, an American, went there to assist the settlers. 
He intended to stay only a few months but stayed four years. 
He hopes that after the war tropical fruits and vegetables 
can be flown to the United States. 

Many women have learned native handicrafts for a post- 
war tourist trade, have revived almost forgotten native arts. 
Designs on these articles are by Ernesto Lothar, once a promi- 
nent Viennese artist, now a professor at the Academy of Arts 
in Trujillo City. He makes the trip over the mountains by 
bus every week to lecture there. 


Almost Wiped Out Disease 


Tue colony’s health is improving. People from concentra- 
tion camps always have bad teeth. The dentist caught up 
with his work in five years. Sanitation squads and mosquito 
control have almost eradicated tropical diseases. 

“‘We now treat a thousand natives monthly as well as our 
own people,” one doctor told me. I asked if he would stay 
after the war. 

“Yes,” he said, letting his eyes roam over the blue sea, 
‘“‘we’re satisfied here. We’re doing the work we were meant for.”’ 

Many settlers echo his statement. Much, however, depends 
on the course of world events. The colony must grow or be 
absorbed by the natives. 

DORSA’s president, James N. Rosenberg, is optimistic. 
‘“‘Whether there is room for 100,000 or not is not the issue,”’ he 
says. “Our problem is to make good if we make good with only 
a few thousand ... showing the postwar world, especially 
Latin America, that Europeans can settle, can help build up 
countries that receive them. That is our aim.” 

Those 500 émigrés who would have perished are slowly pay- 
ing their debt to DORSA. They have found a home for them- 
selves and their children, the chance to work as free men. 
In a world just emerging from the darkness of war, Sosua 
is a symbol of what men working together can do. It isa 
reminder that man can and will be free.

Food For Conversation

UTO SERV is hailed as the store 
of tomorrow, a push-button 
unit, no clerks, no counters. Food 
will be displayed on appropriate 
shelves and but one sample of each 
item. Self-service this store, but 
nothing to carry, no trundle buggies 
to jam up the aisles. Something there 
to your liking? Take a perforated 
ticket from the hook beside the food 
model. Shopping done, hand your 
tickets to the cashier. She stuffs the 
lot into an automatic machine which 
by electric control releases the speci- 
fied merchandise from dispensing 
racks in the rear. Pay the bill, walk 
to the desk by the door, there the 
merchandise has been delivered by 
conveyor belt, and a worker wraps 
your order. 

This mechanized grocery is 
based on the fact that virtually 
all foods postwar will go to mar- 
ket packaged, including meats, 
fresh fruits and the vegetables.

IVE hours ago the soldier now 

lying on the nearest stretcher 
had been shot through the chest. 
While he lay unconscious, in a fox- 
hole, fragments from a shellburst 
had ripped open and broken his 
left leg. 

The motors of the big flying am- 
bulance started and he opened his 
eyes. As the nurse bent over him, 
I could hear his scratchy whisper: 
“‘Never been in a plane before — 
hope I don’t get sick.” 

He was one of 20 wounded soldiers 
on stretchers in the cabin, leaving 
the beachhead for the base hospital. 

His combat boots, tucked in be- 
side the plaster cast which sheathed 
his leg from toes to hip, marked him 
as an infantryman. That. and the 
three-weeks’ beard, the sunken eyes, 
the torn shirt so impregnated with 
foxhole dust it looked like an empty 
flour bag pillowed under his head. 


Out of His Stretcher! 


I couLpn’t guess his age. It’s hard 
to tell when a man’s been in the line 
a long time. 

Our plane thrummed down the 
steel-matted runway. We rose slowly 
and levelled off at about 500 feet. 

I watched the nurse going from 
man to man. She was in her twen- 
ties, quite pretty. Wisps of brown 
hair from under a kerchief hung over 
a small face. She looked tired. 

The infantryman who had been 
afraid of being airsick, was staring 
at the stretcher over his head. His 
face was blank and still. The faces 
of all the men I could see were just 
as expressionless. 

One man was covered by a blanket 
that swelled over.some braces at his 
groin. Above him was a soldier 
whose right arm had been am- 
putated. A _ cigarette dangled 
from a corner of his mouth. 

The plane droned on. It was hot 
and still in the cabin. Heavy sun- 
beams shifted back and forth. 

I realized suddenly that the nurse 
had stiffened, staring in my direc- 
tion. One face, then another, turned 
to stare. 

The infantryman was out of his 
stretcher. 

His cast dragging, he was crawl- 
ing. His face was rigid and strained. 


His eyes were fixed, his teeth bared. 

I grabbed his shoulders. He paid 
no attention, just fought forward. 

“Don’t force him,” the nurse 
shouted, running toward us. “‘He 
mustn’t struggle.” 

Fragile lung tissues torn by the 
bullet might collapse. 

She threw herself down on her 
knees in front of him. 

“Stop it, you’re killing yourself!’’ 

She put her hand on his forehead. 
He spoke then, terribly intense, 
“T’'ll get him ... I'll get him.” 


Prisoner’s Terror 


WE FoLLoweED his eyes and looked 
at the patient on the last stretcher. 
He was an amputee — one arm off. 
He looked about 18, very blond. 
His blanket had _ slipped, revealing 
the uniform, filth-covered, but un- 
mistakable. 

He was a German prisoner. 

The men on the stretchers watched 
the crawling infantryman. 

He was now halfway down the 
plane. The nurse, on her hands and 
knees, was moving with him, whis- 
pering in his ear . . . soothing, plead- 
ing, commanding. But he dragged 
himself on. 

The German stared — his mouth 
twisted in terror. 

Swiftly, the nurse snatched the 
kerchief off her head, bent over the 
man on the floor and_ blindfolded 
him. 

She stepped back. Taut, everyone 
watched. 


He Couldn’t Make It 


He continuep a few inches, then 
stopped. He started off again, more 
slowly, feeling in front of him like 
a blinded animal. Again he stopped. 
His hoarse gasps could be heard all 
over the plane. 

He reached up to the knotted 
kerchief with one hand, then with 
the other.
